CIRCULAR ¢o she Corcectors of the Cus- 

TOMS. 
Phisadelpria, Aupuft 4, 1793- 
SIR, 
T appearing that repeated contraventions of 
our outrality-have takea place in the ports of 

the United States, without haying beea dilcovered 
in time for prevention or ‘remedy, I “have it in 
commadd*from the Prefident, to addrefs to the 
collectors of the refpective diftritts a particular ine 
ftruction on the fubject. 

itis expected that the officers of the cuftoms ia 
each difirict, will in the courfe, of their. official 
functions have a vigilant eye upoa whatéver may 
be palling within the ports, harbours, Creeks, m= 
lets and waters of fuch diftritts of a mature to con- 
travene tne laws of nutrality, and upon difcovery 
of any. thing of the kind wili give immediate no- 
tice to the governor of the fate and co the attor- 
mey of the judicial diftri€t, comprehending the 
diftrict of the cultoms withia which any fuch con- 
traventions may happen. 

To afi che judgement of the cflicers on this 
head, | tranfmit herewith a {Chedule of rules, 
concerning fundry particulars, which have been 
adopted by the Prefident, as deductions from the 
laws of notrality, eftablithed aid seceived amon 
nations. Whasever fhall be costraty to thei 
rules, will of courfe, be notified; as above men- 
tioned, 

There are fome other points, which, purfuant to 
onr treaties and the determinations of the executive, 
I ough: to notice to you, 

If any veifel of either the powers at war with 
France, fhall bring or feod within your diftri@ a 
prize made of the fubje€ts people or property of 
France, it is immediately to be notified to the 
govermor of the ftate, in order that meafures may 
be taken, purfaant to the 17th article of our treaty 
with France, to oblige fuch veflelyand her prize, 
or fuch prize when fent in without the capturing 
veffel, to depart. 

No privateer of any of the powers at war with 
France, coming within a diitri¢t of the United 
States, can by the 22d article of our treaty with 
France, enjoy any other privilege than chat of puar- 
chafing fuch vidtuals as fPall be neceffary for her 
going to the next port of the prince or flate from 
which the hasher commiffion. Jf the fhould do 
any thing befides this, it is immediately to be re- 
ported to the governor and the attorney of the 
diftritt. You will obferve by the rules tran{mitted, 
that the term privateer is underftood not to extend 
to veflels armed for merchandize and war, com- 
monly called with us /eiters of marque, nor, of 
courfe to veffels of war in the immediate fervice of 
the government of either of the powers at war. 

No armed veffe] which has been or thai! be 
Originally fitted-out in any port of the United 
States, by either of the parties at war, is hence 
forth to have afylum in any diftridt of the United 
States. If any fuch armed vefiel thal) appear 
within your diftriét, the is immediately tu be noti- 
fied to the governor and attorney of the diftridl ; 
which is alfoto be doné, in refpe& to any prize, 
that fuch armed veffel fhall bring or fend in. At

By the brig Molly, Captain Morrris, arrived 
at Philadelphia from Maidera, which the left the 
8:h of July, we learn, that on the third of the 
month a frigate arrived at Madeirain g days from 
Falmouth, which brought Englith News papers to 
about the 24th of Jane. Thele papers contain an 
account of a very bloody battle being fought near 
Lifle, between the combined armies and the French 
forces which terminated to the advantage of the 
French ; and it is added that 17,000 men fell in 
the combat.
